Carefully th e speaker went over th e 
commandments,

th ey are violated nowaday s in many 
way s. 
“ Th e ten commandments are 
for all times and all men,” declared 
th e speaker, “ and were written for us 
in th is age as wellfas for th e Jew in 
th e olden times. 
We say ‘Oh , I don’t 
violate any jjof th ose laws ; very few of 
th em h ave to do with my life.’ 
Th at 
is not th e case. 
All of us break th em 
—every one of th em —in many way s.” 
Here 
th e 
speaker 
enumerated th e 
many way s we violate th e ten com­ 
mands of God. 
He began by asking 
h is h earers to subject th emselves to a 
personal ex amination of conscience. 
4‘Th e first step towards salvation is 
th e realization th at we are in sin,” h e 
said. 
Some of th e points made 
by th e 
eaangelist daring h is discourse were 
as follow s: 
‘‘Many people break th e first 
com­ 
mandment wh en th ey h ave for 
th eir 
god money , business, or any h obby 
oth er th an th e worsh iping 
of 
th e 
true God.” 
‘‘Some women even worsh ip an old 
poodle dog ; wh en th e Lord blessed ( ?) 
a man with a 
wife wh o fondles a 
poodle dog, th e 
Loid h as done 
th at 
poor fellow up. ” 
** Profanity is one of th e ch aracteris­ 
tics of a bad man wh o is h oney combed 
with rottenness ’* 
“ We must observe Sunday with th e 
righ t spirit. 
Th e using of Sunday for 
visiting purposes, going trolley riding, 
buggy riding and bicy < 1 riding, is a 
curse npm th e American nation. 
“ I inn lore of th e y ouug people to 
out out th e rag time music on Snndav 
—it is bad enough during th e week, 
for it is a damnable and devilish stunt 
in two-four time. 
‘‘Th is is th e age wh en th e vouug 
men and ladies know mere th an th eir 
fath ers or moth ers ever dared to th ink 
th ey knew. 
If any th ing in th e world 
makes me disgusted it is to h ear a lit­ 
tle insignificant two-by -four boy call 
h is motln r ‘th e old lady * or h is fath er 
4th e governor.’ 
“ We not only violate th e six th com­ 
mandment wh en we commit adultery , 
but 
we violate 
it 
by 
immodest 
th ough t, word, deed, desire or read­ 
ing. 
A h ell on earth th ere is for th e 
man or woman wh o flagrantly break 
th is law. 
Many sins come under th is 
commandment. ” 
‘‘Th e persons wh o gamble are eith er 
th ieves or 
fools. 
And wh en I say 
gamble I mean not only at th e card 
table.-^aces or margins, but also tne 
ch uroh 
bazaars. 
A 
ch urch 
bazaar 
wh ere tbey [h ave games of ch ance is 
th e greatest grafting sch eme in th e 
world. and|a[ch uron th at countenances 
finch praotioes will never prosper.” 
‘‘For women to gath er and play 
cards for a Haviland ch ina dish is as 
bad, or even worse th an for men to be 
attracted to gilded palaces of.rgambling 
h ells to play . 
“ Street fairs and oarnivals are nice 
th ings, too. 
T h at’s th e trouble with 
most of cur boy s and girls today ; th ey 
h ave h ad too much carnival and street 
fair life. 
“ I cannot say any th ing too mean 
about a gossip monger aud slanderer. 
Th ey are th e scavengers of good soci­ 
ety wh o live on th e morsels of ch oice 
gossip and carry tales of evil, wh eth er 
th ey are true or not all over th e com­ 
munity . 
And I am not speaking o 


th e women now alone, for I th ink th e 
men are really th e worse wh en it 
comes to th at. 
Th ey are worse th an a 
th ief for h e steals but money , wh ile 
gossip steals ch aracter and reputation 
wh ich can never be replaced. Many 
h omes are bioken up by th ese scaven­ 
gers. th ese miserable old ly ing gossips 
—for all gossips are liars.” 
A large crowd wash out to h ear Mr. 
Willis. 
His wife assisted th e ch oir in 
th e song service. 
Th e meetings will 
continue th rough out th e week.

That two* men iu two years’ time 
could introduce and make successful 
innov ations 111 finance that amouut to 
a rev olution is a feat sufficiently re­ 
markable to make the personality of 
these men of more than ordinary in­ 
terest. 
Neither of them is a banker 
by profession. 
Perhaps that is one 
reason why they hav e worked along 
new lines instead of following the 
beaten trails of the banking business. 
•When F. W. Shumaker and G. H. 
Middlebrook came to New York a little- 
ov er two years ago and entered the 
business of financing Industrial cor­ 
porations, there was only one recog­ 
nized method of floating such under­ 
takings. 
The promotel's went to one 
of the old line banking houses and 
paid a high commission for their cap­ 
ital, if they got it at all. 
Mr. Middle­ 
brook and Mr. Shumaker decided that 
there was a better way. 
Their way was to reach the small in­ 
v estor, and their methods hav e l>een 
so successful that their firm, the Ster­ 
ling Debenture corporation, now has

Indiana is there such a contest for con­ 
g ress as the Elev enth district Repub­ 
licans are hav ing? 
The Democrats of

Rural Slums. 
A writer in 
the Congregationalist 
has a striking paper on the degeneracy 
and worse which prev ails on American 
back country roads. 
The particularly 
significant thing about the article is 
that the subject is treated as thougli 
it pertained to something comparativ e­ 
ly new in our civ ilization. 
It is not 
new’. 
The ev il is as old as our settle­ 
ments ev erywhere and perhaps at its 
w’orst in our oldest settlements. 
It is 
an appalling picture which the writer 
presents 
for 
a 
land 
of 
churches, 
schools c-ud liberal and painstaking 
missionary effort. 
The sweeping de­ 
scription, 
“ degeneracy, 
immorality, 
heathenism 
and 
sodden 
ignorance,” 
cov ers the whole ground without go­ 
ing into the dark details. 
Such descriptions fit conditions ov er 
which moralists wailed fifty and twen­ 
ty-fiv e and ten years ago. 
Slums of 
the nature described may be found 
within ten miles of our largest and 
wealthiest and most charitable cities 
and 
they 
increase 
as 
the distance 
widens to fifty and a hundred miles 
from the sounds of cathedral bells. 
It 
is a startling thought that the nation 
becomes excited ov er questions like 
race suicide, germs in milk, the fluctu­ 
ating attendance at church and the 
importation of Asiatic heathenism and 
shuts its eyes to the race decoy, the 
soul degeneracy, the festering moral 
ulcer affecting millions of our fellow 
countrymen who are next door neigh­ 
bors in so far as contiguity of habita 
tions makes people neighbors. 
And 
the worst of it all is that into these 
hotbeds of human waste and sin and 
crime there is an annual re-enforce­ 
ment poured by the steerage from the 
country and city slums of the old 
world.

Feb. 25.—The unusual 
spectacle of the committee on rules 
being ov erruled by its chairman, the 
speaker, on the floor of the house of 
representativ es, was witnessed in that 
body, much to the discomfiture of Mr. 
Dalzell, a member of the committee. 
Mr. Dalzell brought in a resolution 
prov iding for an inv estigation of peon­ 
age in the Southern states, but the 
speaker, on an objection by Mr. Mann 
(111.), held it not priv ileged. 
Despite 
Mr. Dalzell’s argument, the speaker 
; refused to alter his decision and the 
[ resolution was recommitted. 
The army appropriation bill, carry­ 
ing $85,007,566, was taken up. 
After 
Mr. Hull 
(Iowa) 
had explained its 
prov isions Mr. Slav den (Tex.) critb 
| cised ’’the enormous extrav agances for 
i the military establishment,” while Mr. 
Holliday (Ind.) pleaded for increased 
pay for the enlisted men of the army. 
Representativ e Lilley of Connecti­ 
cut, who a few days ago introduced a 
resolution attacking the Electric Boat 
company on the charge of wrongfully 
influencing legislation, was in consul­ 
tation with members of the committee 
on rules and expects to be heard by 
that body in support of his charges, 
which he asserts his ability to prov e. 
Meanwhile the standing committee of 
Washington 
newspaper 
correspond­ 
ents is inv estigating the alleged con­ 
nection of certain correspondents with 
this affair, but pending a conclusion 
the committee declines to make any 
statement for publication. 
Ocean mail subsidy and currency 
legislation were both the subjects of 
spc< ches in the senate. 
Senator Gal- 
lingcr opened the debate in fav or of 
his bill for ocean mail subsidy to buikl 
up an American merchant marine, and 
he was followed by Senator Depew, 
who strongly approv ed the measure. 
Senator Simmons of North Carolina 
and Senator Whyte of Maryland spoke 
in criticism of the Aldrich currency 
bill, Senator Whyte announcing that 
he would not v ote for any measure 
now before tho senate. 
An hour was 
dev oted to further consideration of the 
bill to rev ise the criminal code. 
The bill to rev ise the criminal code 
of the United States was passed by 
the committee of the whole of the* sen­ 
ate an d was ordered reprinted with 
amendments, so that it might be put 
upon its passage. 
An amendment pro­ 
posed by the postoffice department pro­ 
hibiting the sending of postal cards 
with “ disgusting” matter displayed on 
them through the mails was v oted 
down. 
Senator Bailey said some peo­ 
ple are “ disgusted" by things that do 
not “ disg ust” other people, and he 
thought the word placed too many re­ 
strictions on the mafl serv ice.

The Roman Climate. 
Gales are v ery rare in Rome and nev ­ 
er blow with extreme v iolence.

The air is pure and clear, owing to the 
almost complete absence of smoke, 
ev en in the winter months. The av er­ 
age yearly mov ement of the air is only 
fiv e miles an hour. This Is of enormous 
adv antage In winter, since the “ tra­ 
montane” (north wind), which is the 
prev ailing wind in this season, Is, if 
strong, decidedly cold and bracing, but 
when under eight miles an hour is de­ 
lightful for most people, Including in­ 
v alids. 
The south winds are essen­ 
tially sea breezes. 
They frequently 
alternate with the tramontana. 
The 
sirocco (southeast wind), which fortu­ 
nately does not often blow, is moist 
and enerv ating. It giv es rise to languor 
In most indiv idual*.

Ho me, Feb. 25 .—The senate sitting 
as a hig h co urt, after ten ho urs’ de­ 
liberatio n. co nvicted Nunzio Nazi, fo r­ 
m er m inister o f public instructio n, o f 
embezzlem ent fro m the state treasury. 
It sentenced him to eleven mo nths and 
tw enty days 
impriso nment and de­ 
barred him fro m ho lding public o ffice 
fo r fo ur years and two mo nths. 
The punishm ent o f Nazi is no t so se­ 
vere as m ig ht appear, fo r the co urt 
fo und extenuating circumstances and 
perm itted the impriso nment the ac­ 
cused had already underg o ne to be 
subtracted fro m the sentence. 
This 
leaves o nly a few days fo r him to 
serve 
in 
priso n. 
Nazi’s 
secretary, 
Lo mbard, who also was o n trial be­ 
fo re tlie senate, was acquitted fo r lack 
o f evidence. 
The fo rm er m inister was g reatly dis 
tressed at the verdict and exclaimed. 
“Even after co ndemnatio n, I feel like 
an ho nest m an.” 
Stro ng fo rces o f po lice and so ldiers 
g uard the building where the senato rs 
deliberated, armed g uards being placed 
at all entrances and even o n the ro o f. 
No o ne was allo wed to enter o r leave 
the building until the co urt had reach­ 
ed its decisio n. 
On the anno uncement 
o f the verdict there was a bo istero us 
dem o nstratio n o n the streets, several 
hundred 
perso ns crying “Lo ng live 
Nazi.” 
The severest m easures have been 
ado pted to preserve o rder in Sicily, 
Sig no r Nazi being a Sicilian and very 
po pular with all his -peo ple. 
Tele­

try have been cut o ff to avo id the 
spread o f inco rrect repo rts.

Members o f the Ellis crew said that 
he appeared no t to realize what he 
was do ing at the time o f the sho o ting 
and that they kno w o f no mo tive fo r 
the killing . Taylo r has been emplo yed 
by the Isthm ian canal co mmissio n.
